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STEAMER OVERDUE. 


TUB CONFLICT AT LODZ. 


Ked Cross Liner, Round From Halifax to 
St. Johns, Nfld., Not Yet Reported. 


One Hundred and Forty-Four People 
Were Killed During the Recent 
Strike Disturbances. 


(Associated Frees.) 

St. Johns, Nlld., Feb. 13.—No tidings have 
been received of the Red Cross line steamqr 
Silvia, which Is now live days overdue at 
this port from Halifax, and grave fears are 
entertained for her safety. Shipping men 
here figure that the Silvia must have en¬ 
countered last Wednesday's blizaard In the 
vicinity of Cape Race, one of the most 
treacherous spots in the North Atlantic. 
There Is a possibility, however, that her 
machinery may have become disabled or 
that she has been caught In the ice floes 
and drifting helplessly about. 

The Silvia sailed from New York with a 
cargo of merchandise aud several passen¬ 
gers. and touched at Halifax In accordance 
with her regular schedule. The voyage 
from that port to this city should have been 
made In 48 hours under normal conditions, 
but seven days have already ela-psed with¬ 
out any word having been received from 
her. 

Agent's Statement. 

New York, Feb. 13.— Charles B. Bowring, 
of Bowrlug A Co., of this city, agents of 
the Red Cross line steamer Silvia, said to¬ 
day that he was not lu'the least worried 
by the fact that the Silvia is seven days 
overdue at St. Johns. "At this time of the 
year.” said Mr. Bowring, "Helds of Ice 
come down from the north and the north¬ 
east wind packs them against the coast, 
making It Impossible for a steamer to get 
Into port. The Silvia may be a few miles 
below St. John, waiting for a chance to get 
through the Ice. Captain Farrell has or¬ 
ders to keep his vessel from »>eing nipped 
In the ice and driven ashore, and he Is ex¬ 
perienced In Newfoundland conditions.”

There is likely to be a tall fight in the 
Washington State Legislature before the 
bill duplicating the conditions of the Do¬ 
minion order-in-council with respect to 
the closed season for salmon fishing is 
passed. The independent canners of the 
state are up in arms against the enforce¬ 
ment of any such measures as those con¬ 
templated on the other side, and actually 
decided upon on this side, and will con¬ 
test the hill tooth and nail. A petition is 
in eirenlation at Bellingham opposing n 
close seasoty during the years 1000 and 
1908. and/as a substitute they propose a 
weekly close period of 30 hours, with- 
proper enforcement. They control that 
if the bill they oppose goes through they 
will be ruined. 

They argue that the reason why the 
canning trust is so anxious to prohibit 
fishing in 1006, is that it will be able to 
hold over this year’s pack, which is ex¬ 
pected to be a good one. until next year, 
when it can sell at enormous profits. Un¬ 
der the ^circumstances the big canuer® 
would reap far greater benefit than they 
would if the close season for next year 
was not enforced. 

A dispatch front Olympia gives the fol¬ 
lowing status of the.situation: 

The Megler Bill, relative to general 
fisheries legislation, which has been in¬ 
troduced in the State Legislature, is con¬ 
sidered ns a scheme of the independent 
salmon packers for the purpose of regu¬ 
lating fishing and at the same time pre¬ 
venting the passage of the bill to pro¬ 
vide for close seasons on Puget Sound 
in 1906 and 1908. 

The friendliness of the Packers* 
Trust of Washington state to the close 
season bill, and the- antagonism of the 
independent canners to the same, prom¬ 
ises to furnish the most desperate fight 
which the legislature has witnessed 
for several sessions. 

One of the reasons advanced by the 
independent canners to account for the 
anxiety of the trust to pass the close 
season bill, is that tne trust would bo 
enabled to hold over the pack of this 
year till next year, and then sell it at 
enormous profits. 

It is probable that the joint committee 
on fisheries of the legislature will hear 
the arguments of the opposing interests 
to-night. 

The capners behind the close season 
bill declare that unless it is passed the 
government of Canada will rescind the 
order-in-couriflV wecen11 y passed prohibit¬ 
ing fishing during 1908 and-1906. They 
also predict that unless close seasons are 
established it is only a matter of a few 
years before the soekeye salmon will be 
an extinct species so far as the waters 
of Puget Sound, the Gulf-of Georgia and 
the Fraser river are concerned. It is 
held as imperative that in the two years 
mentioned the sockeyes should be allow¬ 
ed unrestricted passage to the spawning 
grounds of the Fraser river. 

The bill introduced into the state Sen¬ 
ate by Senator Earles make it unlawful 
to catch sockeyes in the waters of Puget 
Sound between July 10th. 1906, and 
August 24th, 1906, and between July

Washington, D. C. t Feb. 13.—Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt will not' present the arbi¬ 
tration treaties as amended by the 
Senate to the countries with which they 
are negotiating. 

In reply to inquiries by representative® 
of the’ press at the state department to- 
duy, Secretary Hay made in substance 
the following statement: 

’Tile President regards the matter of 
the general arbitration treaties as con¬ 
cluded by the actiou of the Senate on 
Saturday. He recognizee the right of 
the Senate to Teject a treaty, either by 
a direct vote in that sense or indirectly 
by changes which are incompatible with 
its spirit and pnropote. He considers 
that with the Senate amendment the 
treaties onn only cease to be a step for¬ 
ward in the cause of general arbitration, 
but are really a step backward, and 
therefore he is unable to present them in 
this altered form to the countries with 
which w-c have been in negotiation.” 

The arbitration treaties which were 
amended and ratified by the Senate on 
Saturday were sent fo the President to¬ 
day. Each treaty was accompanied by 
thb usual resolution setting forth the 
action by the Senate. The rote of 50 to 
9 in favor of tlu» adoption of an amend¬ 
ment to the treaties does not give the full 
strength of the Senate on'lhe question of 
insisting upon Its prerogative® Jn treaty 
making. There were fire pairs recorded, 
but in e«oh case it was stated by th® 
senator announcing his pair that he be¬ 
lieved if his pair were present he would 
vote for the amendment. There seemed 
to be a lack of information ns to whether 
general pair* covered the subject of 
amendment to treaties, and on thnt ac¬ 
count a number of senators refrained 
from voting. 

Senator Collntn. chairman of the com¬ 
mit fee on foreign relations, after reading 
Secretary Hay’s comment on the action 
of the Senate in amending the arbitra¬ 
tion treaties, said: 

“The Senate’® position is right un¬ 
doubtedly. If anything is done hero- 
after. the President will have to take the 
Senate tutu his confidence. It may re¬ 
quire a little more time, but otherwise I 
can see nothing in the Senate’s course in¬ 
harmonious with the President’s inter¬ 
pretation of his treaty making powers.”

SAD FATALITY AT

FOUND DEAD IN THEIR 

APARTMENT YESTERDAY 


At Residence of Their Employer, G. A. 
Kirk— Burned Charcoal and 
Went to Sleep. 


One of tbo Victims Lost His Life in Ef¬ 
fort to Save a Companion- 
How It Occurred.

Two Chinese domestics in the employ 
of.Geo. A. Kirk were found dead in their 
room in the rear part of their employer’® 
resilience on St. Charles street yesterday 
morning. Death was evidently caused 
by gas poisoning, due to th® imperfect 
combustion of charcoal, which the un¬ 
fortunate domestics had left burning in 
their apartment when they lay down to 
sleep. 

It appears that before retiring they 
ignited some charcoal in a coal scuttle, for 
the purpose, doubtless, of heating the 
room for the night. Ob Sunday morning 
ns they gave no signs of being up, Mr. 
Kirk .went -to their room to investigate. 
There he found the two Chinameu, dead 
on their beds. He at once communicat¬ 
ed with the police, and Constables Beat 
and Munro drove to the scene in the 
patrol wagon, accompanied by a man 
from Hanna’s undertaking estabUsh- 
I meat. Subsequently Sergeant Hnwton 
went to the scene and Investigated the 
circumstances and condition of the room. 
The two bodies were removed to the 
morgue. 

The Chinese had plainly been poisoned 
by gns. This had been taken into the 
blood, preventing its oxygenation, and 
even had their predicament been dis¬ 
covered before life was extinct, accord¬ 
ing to medical authority they could not 
have been restored. The condition is dif¬ 
ferent in eases of ordinary asphyxiatiou. 
Like the person apparently drowned, but 
not dead, resuscitation in the latter case 
is possible if proper methods ore applied, 
even when the subject is seemingly in

The King Will Rend Gpee^h at Opening 
on Tuesday—Dissolution Rumors. 


Lodz. Feb. 11.—The fifteenth day of 
the strike finds the situation here no 
clearer than the day on which the move¬ 
ment began. The condition of affairs 
briefly is: There are 100,000 strikers in 
Lodz and its vicinity, and the strikers 
demand an eight-hour day with pay at 
the rate of twenty kopecks (ten cents) 
an hour, which is between three aud 
four times the present rate of pay. 
These demands. • which are considered 
extravagant, added to the fact that the 
liberal concessions granted by employ¬ 
ers have not been accepted, are taken 
as proof that the strike is a political 
more than a labor movement. Offers 
have beeu made of a ten-hour day with 
an increase of wage# of from 5 to 
15 per cent., and also agree to reduce 
the rents for workmen’s dwellings. The 
issued ultimatum this/ morning states 
that unless the strikers accepted their 
term* and return to work Monday, the 
mills will be closed indefinitely. 

Personal relations between masters 
and men are friefidly. Some of the men 
are anxious to return to work, but they 
fear violence at the hands of agitators. 

Tho police have ootained a copy of a 
Socialist paper directing tho men to re¬ 
turn to work, but it is thought the 
movement is now beyond control of the 
leaders. an*l the general opinion is that 
the strikers will not return to work 
Monday, and that thereafter, finding the 
mills closed and no more pay for them, 
violence will be resumed. Ten thousand 
troops are now here. 

The governor of Lodz said in an in¬ 
terview to-day: “The manufacturers 
Lave made every concession possible; 
some of them wanted to continue to 
pay strikers, bnt I have forbidden this.” 

Business in Lodz is at a standstill. 
The street railway service has been sus¬ 
pended. nr.l shops open for few cus¬ 
tomers. The strikers mostly remain in 
their homes. Soldiers everywhere are 
in evidence. They are guarding all 
strategic points, and constantly ore pa- 
trolling the streets. A regiment of Cos¬ 
sacks and infantry are coming to Ix>ds 
Sunday. 

No disturbance occurred here to-day, 
and no trouble was reported at Sosno- 
vice. 

•Situation at Capital. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 12.—1.44 a.m.— 
St. Petersburg breathes easier this 
morning, the apprehension of a general 
strike having proved unjustified, at least 
ns far ns yesterday is concerned, and 
the strikers *hnving manifesto! at least 
no inclination to resort to political meas¬ 
ures in the nature of events of January 
22nd. Dispatches from all parts of tbe 
empire show a distinct improvement in 
the industrial situation, except in Poland 
and the Caucasus, and the great tidal 
wav<* over the entire land as a sequence 
th tho historic upheaval in 8t. Peters¬ 
burg in. January now is believed to be on 
the ebb. 

In Poland and the Caucasoa region#

Feb. 11.—Parliament* opens 
next Tuesday, wheu King Howard, with 
picturesque pomp, will go from Bucking¬ 
ham palace to Westminster, where he 
will deliver the speech from tbe throne 
amid the Imposing ceremony that is 
customary when the sovereign is present 
in person os on this occasion.

Now it confidently is stated 
fhfit dissolution will come quickly, even 
within the limit of debate on the address 
in reply to the speech from the throne, 
which will last about two weeks. * 

Whips from the government and op¬ 
position sides have received warning’s to 
w ready for a general election call by 
the opposition, whose leaders express 
the firm conviction that the government 
will bo unable to maintain a majority, 
and is certain of defeat, either as the re¬ 
sult of desenlon by Unionists when the 
question of free food comes up, or of 
apathy by the ministerialists. 

On the other hand. Mr. Balfour and 
manv of the most prominent members of 
the Unionist party, assert positively thnt 
they can only be defeated by the failure 
of the Unionist members to do their duty 
and thnt the gnvernmenf will not resign 
nnlesa it is defeated on an important 
division. 

As usual, the Irish vote largely is 
in doubt, and will command careful con¬ 
sideration from both side#, and per¬ 
haps. secure further concessions.

CHARGES RESPECTING 

COAL LAND GRANTS 


Seattle, Felt. 12.—Fire destroyed the 
newseight-story building of the Schwa- 
bacher Hardware Company, at thol 
south*est corner of Jackson street and 
First avenue south, this morning. The 
fire started a few short minutes after 
11.90 o'clock. The firemen were power¬ 
less to cope with the flames. Every 
available piece of fire apparatus in the 
city was called. Two heavy streams 
from the new water tower were poured 
Into the building with apparently no re¬ 
sult. 

After th<» fire recalled the packing 
room, on the third story of the building, 
hundreds of loaded cartridges began to 
explode, and the firemen were unable to 
approach within any distance of the 
floor. It was ou this floor that the water 
tower was valuable. 

There were several explosions of giant 
powder, but so far as could be learned 
no one was hurt. Several firemen were 
partially overcome, but none were seri¬ 
ously injured. 

The fire was discovered by an electric 
iineninn and the night watchman of the 
building. It started, it is believed, by 
crossed electric wires over a telephone 
wire in the northwest comer of the third 
floor. 

Within twenty minutes after the firo 
started 3,000 people were on the scene, 
and Police Capt. Ward, with a large 
squad of men, had his hands full keeping 
the crowd in check. Fire lines were put 
cut. but they were broken through re¬ 
peatedly. and extra men had to bo called 
to keep the crowd hack. 

The building had just been completed, 
and the hardware company had moved 
practically all of its stock into the build¬ 
ing 1 . The building itself was what is 
known ns fireproof construction, and was 
erected at a cost of $150,000. 

Vice-President George Boole, of the 
company, was called to the fire by tele¬ 
phone soon after it started, and his di¬ 
rections to the fire chiefs regarding the* 
character of goods stored in the building 
greatly assisted them in their work of 
fighting the fire. lie could give no ac¬ 
curate estimate of the probable loss Inst 
night, although he ndmittexl that it would 
probably be in tbe neighborhood of half 
a million dollars. He could say nothing 
of the insurance, except tnnt it would 
probably coter the loss.

Board of Trade n sensational scries of 
charges were sprung in connection with 
a resolution introduced by J. B. Johnson. 
It charged fraud iu connection with the 
selection of the l>ominion government's 
coal land* in East Kootenay on the part 
of the officials who made the selection, 
accused the C. P. R. of shifting east two 
miles its lines on a lot of land in East 
Kootenay in order to take in some valu¬ 
able coal croppings, and alleged some 
other irregularities. 

The resolution asks the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment to investigate without delay the 
charge that it has been defrauded in the 
selection of 50,000 acres of coal lands, 
nndl in doing so should employ in the ex¬ 
amination of the area selected a geolo¬ 
gist and export of the very highest stand¬ 
ing in the scientific world, and that in 
case officials and any other person* were 
guilty of fraud they be prosecuted and 
punished, as parties in the United States 
charged with timber frauds are being 
prosecuted and punished by the govern¬ 
ment there. 

In the preamble it is set forth that the 
government's interests were not properly 
looked after when the 50,000 acres of. 
cq|U lands were handed back to the Dom¬ 
inion in order that a guarantee might be 
afforded that a sufficient aud suitable

Wateboo, it seems, is 
suspected of witchcraft, ami his only 
failing is said to be a desire to become 
possessed of the heart ami hand of one 
of the dnsky kiootebmnns of the Kit- 
kala reservation. lie was about to 
visit the place on Tuesday last, when 
nearly all the tribe were away. As he , 
neared shore in a canoe several shots j 
were tired at him by would-I k* murderers, ! 
secreted behind bushes. One bullet pass- ! 
ed through Wateboo’s body, but he man¬ 
aged to make shore and roach the house ; 
of Rev. Mr. Gurd, Churc h of England i 
missionary. / 

Provincial Constable liarry Berryman 
being notified requistiotied the steamer , 
Chieftain, and. accompanied by Dr. Wil- ' 
son. hurried to the man's assistance, the 
vessel being taken from her winter 
quarters aud started ou her voyage in 
just two hours. 

Interesting details which throw light 
on the shooting have been given by Wm. 
R. Lord, who just about a year ago pre¬ 
sided at a trial when the prisoners be¬ 
fore him were this same Wateboo. and 
tho five members of the council which 
directed the affairs of tho Kitkatla tribe. 
Daniel Wateboo is a man about 50 years 
of age. who. by industry and thrift, has 
become possessed of considerable wealth. 
The Indian woniau whom he loves do’es 
not reciprocate his amorous ardor, and 
to influence her gentle heart, Daniel Is 
accused of having practiced witchcraft. 

This desire to call for the aid of the 
occult spirits, it is said, more strong!/ 
possesses the medicine man about the 
time of the Chinese New Year. About a 
year ago Wateboo was observed in his 
canoe a short distance from ashore, peer¬ 
ing in his “death box.” and muttering in¬ 
cantations. To go out on the bosom of 
tho deep is the favorite method of the 
Indian sorcerer. The girl, whom Wate¬ 
boo desired to influence, complained to 
the council that she was being bewitch¬ 
'd, and the council was only too glad to 
have an excuse to secure the person of 
Wateboo. He was more afHucnt than 
any of them, they were jealous, and, 
moreover, they evidently concluded that 
with judicious handling Wateboo might 
offer a few hundred dollars to be re¬ 
leased. Accordingly the ancient lover 
was seized, hound and thrown into an

$100 per head. The costs averaged $52 
each. Even Wateboo did not escape. He 
was charged with being a wizard, and 
owned up towards the end. but said It 
was only a “bluff he was working on 
the girl. Nevertheless, Wateboo was 
fined $75 and bound over not to prac¬ 
tice Witchcraft for ten years. 

As a further punishment on the coun¬ 
cillors, they were deprived of office, and 
the Indian agent selected as chief, who 
has since ruled In their stead. The five 
deposed Indiajoa laid all the blame of 
their being relieved of power on Wate¬ 
boo, which was another motive for the 
present crime, besides the incentive of 
jealousy. The officials expected that, 
sooner or later, something would happen 
to Wateboo. 

At the time of the shooting Wateboo 
was again in his canoe at the fateful 
time of year when the desire to call 
upon spirits is overupoweriog. He was 
seen and shot at.

Coal.—Coal tanas may be purchased at $10 
per acre for sofo coal and $20 for antbra- 
elte. Not more than 320 acres can be ac¬ 
quired by one ImHvlduiiJ or company. 
Royalty at the rate of ten cent* per ton of 
2,000 pounce shall De collected on the gross 
output. ■ 

Quartz.—Persons of eighteen years and 
over and Joint stock companies holding free 
miner's certificates may obtain entry for a 
mining location. 

A free miner’s certificate Is granted for 
one or more years, not exceeding five, upon 
payment In advance of $7.50 per annum for 
an Individual, and from $00 to $100 per au- 
uuru for a company, according to capital. 

A free miner, having discovered miners] 
In place, may locate a claim 1,000x1.500 feet 
by marking out the same with two legal 
posts, bearing location notices, one at each 
end on the line of the lode or vein. 

The claim shall be recorded within fifteen 
days if located within ten miles of a mailing 
recorder's office. one additional day allowed 
for every additional ten miles or fraction. 
The fee for recording a claim is $5.

The latter Includes bar 
diggings, but extends back to the base of 
the hill or bank, but not exceeding I.ikjo 
feet. Where steam power Is used, claims 
200 feet wide may be obtained. 

Dredging In the rivers of Manitoba and 
the N. W. T., excepting the Yukon Terri¬ 
tory.—A face miner may obtain only two 
lea deft of five miles each for a term of 
twenty years, renewable in the discretion 
of the Minister of the Interior. 

The lessee'* right is confined to the sub¬ 
merged bed or bars of the river Iwlow low 
water mark, and subject to the rights of 
all persons who have, or who may receive 
entries for bar diggings or bench claims, 
except on the Snide: itchewiin River wlo-re 
the lessee may dredge to high water mark 
on each alternate leasehold. 

The lessee shall have a dredge la opera¬ 
tion within one season from the date of the 
lease for each five miles, but where a per¬ 
son or company hag obtained more than one 
lease one dredge for each fifteen miles or 
fraction Is suifieieur.

Dredging in the Yukon Territory.—Six 
lease* of five miles each may be grunted to 
a free miner for a term or twenty years, 
also renewable. 

The lessee’* right Is confined to the sub¬ 
merged Led or bars In the river below low 
water mark, that boundary to be fixed by 
its position on the 1st day of August In the 
year of the date of the lease. 

The leasee shall have one dre<lge in opera¬ 
tion within two years fr«>tu the date of thd 
lease, and one dredge for each five miles 
within six years from such date. Rental, 
$100 per mile for first year and $10 per 
mile for each *ul>*equent year. Royalty, 
same as placer mining. 

Placer Miuing in the Yukon Territory.— 
Creek, gulch, river and bill claims shall 
not exceed 250 feet In- length, measured on 
the base line or general direction of the 
creek or gulch, the width being from l.taw 
to 2.000 feet. All other placer claims shall 
be 250 feet square. 

Claim* are marked by two legal posts, 
one at each end. bearing notices. Entry 
must Up obtained within ten days. If the 
claim Is within ten mil *8 ofi Mining Re¬ 
corder’s office. One extra day allowed for 
each additional ten miles or fraction. 

The person or compnny staking a claim 
must hold a free miner's certificate. 

The discoverer of a new’ mine is entitled 
to a claim of 1,000 feet In length, and If the 
party consists of two, 1,500 feet altogether, 
on the output of which no royalty s-uall be 
charged, the rest of the party ordinary 
claims only. 

Entry fee, $10. Royalty at the rate of 
two and one-half per cent, on the value of 
the gold shipped from the Yukon Territory 
to be paid to the Comptroller. 

No free miner shall receive a grant oi‘ 
more than one mining claim on each separ* „ 
ate river, creek or gulch, but tbe some 
miner may hold any number of claims by 
purchase, and free miners may work their 
claims in partnership bv filing notice and 
paying fee of $2. A claim may l*e aban¬ 
doned, and another obtained on the same 
creek, gulch or river, by giving notice and 
paying a fee. 

Work must be done on a claim each year 
to tbe value of at least $200. 

A' corticate that work has been done 
must be obtained each year: If not. the 
claim shall bt be abandoned, ana 

open to occupation aud entry by a free 
miner. 

The boundaries of a claim may l>e defined 
absolutely by having a survey inad-e and 
publishing) notice* la the Yukon Official 
Gazette. 

Petroleum.—AH unappropriated Dominion 
land* In Manitoba, the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories and within the Yukon Territory, are 
open to prospecttng for petroleum, and tbo 
Minister may reserve for an Individual or 
company having machinery on the land to 
Lx? prospected an area of 1.920 acre** for 
such period as he may decide, the length 
of which shall not exceed three times the 
breadth. Should the prospector discover 
oil In paying quantities, and satisfactorily 
establish such discovery, an area not ex¬ 
ceeding 040 acres. Including the oil well, 
will be sold to the proep. ■ r it th** rate'of

Steamer Whatcom, which lias been off 
Che Victoria and Seattle run for the last 
four or five day*, will be back on. tbe 
route to-day. Reports have been circulat¬ 
ed here and in Seattle that *he was 
strained in the heavy blow in the Straits, 
and that she had been laid up since that 
day because of injuries then sustained. 

The Victoria agent, E. E. Blackwood, 
who has just returned from Seattle, 
denies then© reports. lie say* that the 
Whatcom had been placed on the ways 
the day following tho storm to have her 
propeller adjusted. When she was out 
of Water, it was found that she needed 
n new forefoot, the old one having been 
damaged at the time she ran into Turner, 
Bee ton & Company's whuff a little over 
a vyeek ago. On that occasion the ship’s 
momentum was eventually checked by a 
rock just beneath the wharf, which her 
forefoot struck. Had ahe been *trained 
as *tated she would not have left Vic¬ 
toria until repair* were made. 

Mr. Blackwood states his company 
will have two steamers running ou the 
Sound route by the first of May. The 
Whatcom will continue in tho service, 
but the company has not yet decided 
whether tho second xtenmer will he the 
Dolphin or some other boat. All will de¬ 
pend, he says, on fhe Alaskan business. 
If it proves as good as it was last year 
then the company will have to retain the 
Dolphin on that run. 

The company’s steamer Jefferson 
reached the Sound from Alaska on Fri¬ 
day night with 75 passengers, many of 
whom came from coast town*. She 
brought south the biggest consignment of 
halibut ever handled by an Alaskan 
liner. This will all be forwarded to San 
Francisco, where the market for such 
fish has recently improved. A second 
shipment of halibut wan forwarded 
south to the Bay City on the steamer 
Senator yesterday.
